CHICAGO — The four big broth- 


erhoods ana the switchmen's union

"satisfactory settlement" can pre- 
vent tho railroad .strike called for 
next Sunday morning, it was learn- 
ed today, 


The threatened railroad strike, if 


it takes place as scheduled, will be 
Limited to 475,000 train service em- 
ployes, switchmen and telegraphers. 
This became certain today when the 
signal men followed the example of 
nine other "standard" unions 
and 


voted to romain at work. . By their 
decision 1,525,000 employes are on 
record against, the strike. 


(By tha Associated Press) 
CHICAGO — The U. S. Labor 


board announced today that it had 
great reason to hope that the threat- 
ened railroad strike will be- averted. 
The formal announcement of 
the 


board warned the public to refrain 
from loose talk and provocative lan- 
guage about either side of the con- 
troversy. 


The announcement said: 
"There is great reasan to hope 


that the strike will be averted. ' The 
Railroad Labor Board has settled 
TOO disputes between the railroads 
and their employes in about a year 
and a half. Many, of these disputes 
contained possibilities of strikes or 
lockouts. 


"The board is anxious to get the 
present dispute out of the way in 
order that the restoration of sound 
business conditions may proceed. All 
good Americans should refrain from 
loose talk and provocative language 
about either side of the controversy. 
Neither oi the- parties should -be 
alarmed or irritated by unwarranted 
denunciation or insinuation from ir- 
responsible sources," 


Decision of the railroad clerks and 
station employes, numerically one 
of the largest of the railwaymen's 
unions, not to join the Big Five 
brotherhoods in the,strike scheduled 
for Oct. 80, placed-9' of the 16 stand- 
ard unions opposed to the strike.

FOND DU LAC, Wia.—The battle 


of prohibition has settled to combat 
between the law-abiding and the 
law-defying' citizens, where once it 
was between the wets and drys, John 
F Kramer, former U. S. Prohibition 
commissioner, said' in a talk here 


"We eighteenth amendment gives 
congress and the states concurrent 
power to enforce prohibition, JKLT. 
Kramer said, but it did not give pow- 
er to defy or defeat'or nullify or 
evade, he declared. Yet there are of- 
ficials, he said, who advocate beer 
and light wine, homebrew, and other 
shifts and devises for evasion. 


•"The big men of enforcement are 


the chief-of-police, sheriff and dis- 
trict attorney of the • counties," the 
speaker. continued. "Not only duty, 
but self-interest as well, should 
prompt aggressive demand for and 
support of law enforcement. The ot- 
flcial who is slack in prosecuting un- 
der 'one law has his hands tied on 
other laws.

"It is not a mere coincidence that 


the states where the dry law is not 
enforced, are having epidemics oi 
bank robbery, safe blowing, highway 
robbery, burglary, assault, and other 
crimes. Thieves and thugs know that 
every officer either is • strict in en 
forcing, all laws, or he is lax on ai 
laws. 


"The people must demand enfoi— 


mont and back up enforcement offi> 
cers. Men must be elected to office 
who have a high regard for obe 
dience to all law, and a keen reali r- 
tion of their duty -to see that a!J 
lawg are enforced, and they mms 
work for the perfecting of the • laws 
under which state officials cooperat 
in' enforcing prohibition."

Bryn Mawr Head's Warning 


Miss Thomas Says Americanism Should not Simply be 


Loyalty to Things as They Are.

CAREY THOMAS, the president of Bryn Mawr college, 


• has become a thorn in the side of the eastern reaction- 


aries. Miss Thomas has been courageously lifting her voice 
recently against the propaganda of the big interests that Amer- 
icanism consists chiefly in being loyal to things as they are. In 
a recent address Miss Thomas said: 


"This universal appreciation of the power of eduation has 


brought upon us what I regard as the most terrible menace to 
American schools and colleges that has come in my life-time. 
Boards of educations, the federal and state government, Amer- 
icanization societies, and many other organizations are de- 
manding that children and college students should be taught 
citizenship, social ethics, 100 per cent. Americanism; that the 
United States constitution is not to be changed; that the United 
States flag, which, as we all know, flies over many cruel injus 
tices which we hope to set riffht, shall be regarded sacred. This 
means that teachers and college professors, as yet only in state 
universities but sooner or later everywhere, are being required 
to teach that things as they are right, instead of how to make 
things as they should be. 


"All the conservative forces now in control of the work 


are seizing on this propagandist teaching to save their ancient 
privileges by capturing the young generation. We have seen 
what this did for Germany. It will do the same for the United 
States. 


"We need wise and progressive leadership to save the worm 


from revolution. It can come only from the generations now 
in school and college. Such 100 per cent. Americanism as this 
will strangle free thought in its cradle and will deprive us of our 
sorely needed leaders."

OSEPH D. BECK, member of Congress from Wisconsin, has 
issued a statement on the plan being pushed at Washington 


by interests representing the international bankers to give 
the power to fund the big European debt to five men. Mr. 
Beck's statement follows: 


"Today Congress is wrestling with a bill giving authority 


to the President to appoint a commission to refund any part or 
all debts of foreign countries to the United States. Refunding 
does not .mean cancellation, though there is sentiment in Con- 
gress for cancelling oar foreign loans. This sentiment was 
very guardedly expressed during the opening days of Congress 
but those advocating it are becoming more open and bold about 
it from day to day. 


"The bill proposes that the commission may, 'from time 


to time, refund or convert and to extend the time of payment j 
of principals or interest, or both, of any obligation of any for- 
eign government now owing the United States of America, aris- 
ing out of the World War.' 


"To begin with, when this government was founded, the 


people, by the Constitution of the United States, centered their 
governmental financial interests in the House of Representa- 
tives. The Constitution provides that all bills for raising rev- 
snue, all bills for taxing the people, shall originate in the House 
of Representatives. The people then provided that the term 
of office of each member of the house should be for two years, 
so that if they became dissatisfied with any member's acts on 
revenue and tax bills they could turn him out at the end of 
two years, and elect another in his place.'

county were apparently on opposite 
sides of most important propositions 
that came up for legislative action, 
and pertinently asks which one was 
correctly interpreting the views and 
wishes of the people of the. county. 
It shows that in a recent issue of 
the Capital Times, of Madison, the 
official state paper, was published 
roll calls of men and measures in 
the 1921 legislature, The roll calls 
included the votes and records of 
the representatives in both the as- 
sembly and the senate. The Capital 
Time3 selected between 20 and 2a 
roll calls m each branch of the leg- 
islature as a guide to determine 
who voted in the public interests and 
who voted against the public inter- 
ests. According to the Capita] Times 
they show the legislators who are 
serving the people and those who 
are voting against the people. 


A study of these roll calls shows 


a peculiar situation in Iowa county, 
according to the Sun-Republic, • in 
that the senator and the assembly- 
man seem to have been on opposite 
sides of the fence during most of the 
session. '4g so roll calls show that 
Senator (Acar R. Olson, who repre- 
sents the seventeenth senatorial dis- 
trict, comprising the counties of 
Iowa, Lafayette and Green, voted in 
the interests of the people on nearly 
every important measure that came 
up, according to the interpretation 
put upon measures by the Capital 
Times, while William M. Smith, as- 
semblyman from Iowa county, voted 
in the interests of the people on onljj 
three out of 24 important measures 
Then the Sun-Republic asks:

ties of Wisconsin. It is an agricul- 
tural county and its people are well 
read and intelligent They should be 
abla to select representatives re- 
flecting the sympathies and convic- 
aons of the majority. In the present 
.nstance they appear to have been 
asleep, or too easy-going. It is a. bit 
anomalous when a political division 
elects representatives who neutral- 
ize one another by voting on oppo- 
site sides of 'public questions. 
The 


question should not be what is the 
matter with their senator of their 
assemblyman, but'what is the mat- 
ter with the voters, if they do not 
elect officials who are responsive to 
their views and. wishes. 


Of course, chosen- officials often 


betray their constituents and repu- 
diate the pledges and professions 
they make before elected. 
There 


will always be plenty of such who 
will "get by" in a democracy, and 
instances like this one from .Iowa 
county but prove anew that it is an 
endless battle, not only to be free 
but to be truly represented in mat- 
ters of legislation, which is prac- 
tically the same thing. 


That the views of the majority of 


the people of Iowa county were not 
reflected: by one of their representa- 
tives last winter there can.be little 
doubt, just as there can be littl* 
doubt about the same-being true in 
a number of other counties. If peo- 
ple would 'be really represented they 
must not only "get together" in sea- 
son, but make sure, ES much as they 
reasonably can, that they elect rep- 
resentatives who will be true to their 
interests. Voters 
should not be 


"easy," nor give their support to 
one because he is a "good fellow,*' 
since legislation is a matter of vital 
concern to all of us these days. 


While next year's campaign" is 


still some time away, I believe it i* 
not too early for voters to give their 
attention to1, these matters, since 
good citizenship and the safeguard- 
ing of our rights in a democracy 
call for eternal vigilance and inter- 
est.
